British, Russ Troops Enter Iran 


Iranians Resisting 
Campaign To Oust 
Nazis In Country 


Forces Landed From Ships In Bandar-Shah- 
pur Sector Of Iranian Gulf Advancing, 
But Distance Of Penetration Unknown

LONDON, Aug. 25.—(BUP)—British and | Russian 
armed forces struck into Iran without warning today and 
were reported meeting resistance in their campaign to oust 
German agents and protect the Red army's oil fields and 
supply lines. 

Authoritative British sources said that the Imperial 
forces, consisting of troops 
from the British Isles and In- 
dia, had encountered opposi- 
tion inthe first stage of the 
invasion, which included the 
landing of forces from British 
ships at the head of the Iran- 
ian Gulf. 


“Resistance has been en- 
countered but it is not 
known where or how seri- 
ous it is,” according to 
the statement made here. 


The forces landed from 
ships in the Bandar-Shahpur 
sector of the Iranian Gulf 
were said to be advancing but 
it was not known how far 
w they had penetrated from the 
Te ee sang coast. 

. GEN. WAVELL Bandar-Shahpur is the gulf 
terminus of the railroad to Ahwaz and Tehran. 

British troops marched into Iran under the supreme 
command of Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell, commander-in-chief 
in India, it was said authoritatively. 

For military reasons informants declined to disclose the 
composition of the British striking force or the commander- 


in-chief on the spot. 
Advances Are Aimed At Oil Centres 


The British sea landing at Bandar-Shahpur as well as 
the mechanized’ land advance from Iraq were designed to 
move quickly into the Iran oil centres, as well as to secure the 
main railroad line over which supplies from America and 
elsewhere might be sent to Russia. 


An advance of around 100 miles would put the British 
in control of the main oil centres. Russian forces moving 
down from the Caspian and other British units from India 
supplemented the main attack. 


News also was lacking of progress on other sectors of the 
front but authorities said that the entire Iranian army prob- 
ably did not exceed 150,000 men, including one armored 
brigade with tanks (apparently of Czech origin) and two or 
three well-trained and well-equipped infantry divisions. 


Begin Without Warning At Dawn 


The British-Russian occupation operations began at 
cawn along the ancient near eastern caravan routes where 
tanks, truck columns and airplanes were sent into action to 
wipe out the danger of a German coup that would threaten 
the Russian oil fields in the Caucasus. 

Not until dawn, when the Red and Lmperial armies 
were advancing in tanks and trucks, did Russia and Brit- 
ain notify Iran of their move. 

Through the foreign office at Moscow, Iran was inform- 
ed that the Russian and British forces were moving in and 
was given assurances that they had no designs on Iran and

VICHY, Aug. 25—(AP)—Representatives of the French 
government in German-occupied Paris said last night there 
had been five acts of sabotage against railways in the Paris 
area alone during the last two weeks. 


The statement by Fernand de Man |s Killed, 


Brinen, the Vichy gevernment's 
Paris representative, came short- 
ly after Pierre Pucheu, as min- 
‘ister ef interior, charged that 
Communist diserders were plan- 
med to paralyse the government 
by proveking German reprisals. 

Only a few hours before advices 
were received from Paris that a car 
full of Germans were injured in a 
trap set for them in the Paris gub- 
urbs of Puteau—the first challenge 
to the German army to carry out 
its threat of shooting hostages for 
such acts. 


APPEAL TO RAILROADERS 

In a statement regarding the dis- 
orders, de Brinon said the five acts 
of railroad sabotage gccurred in 

suburbs, most of which are inhabit- 
ed by workers. 

He appealed particularly to 
railroad workers not te endanger 
“thousatds of lives” by sabotage. 
The last message of Marshal Poc- 

tain calling for collaboration with 
the Germans, De Brinon said, was 
well received by French and Ger- 
man circles, He insisted the sabo- 
tage was the work of Communists 
who he claimed revived their ac- 
tivities after the start of the Ger- 
man-Russian war.

very largely think the same 
thoughts or, anyhow, think a lot of 
the same thoughts. 

The meeting was, therefore, 
symbolic, That is its prime im- 
portance. It symbolizes, in a form 
and manner which everyone can 
understand, In every land and 
in every clime, deep underlying 
unities which stir and, at decis- 
ive moments, rule, the English- 
speaking peoples throughout the 
world, 

Would it be presumptuous for 
me to say that it symbolized some- 
thing even more majestic, namely 
the marshalling of the good forces 
of the world against the evil forces 
which are now so formidable and 
triumphant, and have cast their 
cruel spell over the whole of Europe 
and a large part of Asia. 


HISTORIC EVENT 

This was the meeting which 

marks forever in the pages of his- 
tory the taking up by the English- 
speaking nations, amid all this peril, 
tumult and confusion, of the guid- 
ance of the fortunes of the broad 
toiling masses in all continents, and 
our loyal effort, without any clog 
of selfish interest, to lead them for- 
ward out of the miseries into which 
they have been plunged, back to 
the broad high road of freedom and 
justice. 

This is the highest honor and 
most glorious opportunity which 
could ever have come to any 
branch of the human race. When 
one beholds how many currents 
of extraordinary and terrible 
events have flowed together to 
make this harmony, even the most 
skeptical. person must have the 
feeling that we all have a chance 
to play our part and do our duty 
in some great design, the end of 
which no mortal can forsee. 

Awtul and horrible things‘ are | 
happening in these days. The whole 
of Europe has been wrecked and 
trampled down by the mechanical 
weapons and the barbaric fury of 
the Nazis. The most deadly instru- 
ments of war and science have been 
joined to the extreme refinements 
of treachey and the most brutal ex- 
hibitions of ruthlessness, and thus 
have formed,a combine of aggres- 
sion the like of which have never 
been known before in which the 
rights, traditions, characteristics 
and structure of many ancient and 
honored states and peoples have | 
been laid prostrate, and are now 
ground down under the heel and 
terror, of the monster. Austrians, 
Czechs, Poles, Norwegians, Danes, 
Belgians, Dutch, Greeks, Croats 
and Serbs, above all the great 
French nation, have been stunned 
and pinioned. Italy, Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria, have brought 
shameful respite by becoming jack- 
als of the tiger. 


LUST FOR DOMINATION 

But their true situation is very 
little different and will presently be 
indistinguishable from that of his 
victims.

Here 
then is a vast pit into which al! the

for domination can condemn two 
or three millions, perhaps it may

Accordingly, from the 
Arctic Ocean to the Black Sea six 
or seven million soldiers are locked 
in mortal] struggle. 


“NOT SO EASY” 


Ah, but this time it was not so 
easy, this time it was not all one 
way. The Russian armies and all the 
peoples of the Russian republic have 
rallied to the defence of their 
hearths and homes. For the. first 
time Nazi blood has fliwed in fear- 
ful flood. Perhaps 1,500,000, perhaps 
2,000,000, of Nazi cannon fodder 
have bit the dust of the endless 
plains of Russia. 

A tremendous battle rages along 
the nearly 2,000 miles of front, 
The Russians fight with magni- 
ficent devotion, Not only that, 
our generals who have visited the 
Russian front line report with ad- 
miration the efficiency of their 
military organization and the 
excellence of their equipment. 
The aggressor is surprised, start- 
led, staggered. For the first time 
in his experience, mass murder 
has become unprofitable. He re- 
tallates by the most frightful 
cruelties. ‘ 

As his armies advance, whole 
districts are being exterminated. 
Scores of thousands, literally scores 
of thousands, of executions in cold 
blood are being perpetrated by 
German police and troops upon 
Russian patriots who defend their 
native soil Since the Mongol in- 
vasion of Europe in the 16th century 
there has never been methodical 
merciless butchery of such a scale. 
And this is but the beginning. Fam- 
ine and pestilence have yet to fol- 
low in the bloody ruts of Hitler's 
tanks. We are in the presence of 
crime without name, 


JAPANESE EMULATE NAZIS 


But Europe is not the only contin- 
ent to be tormented and devastat- 
ed by aggressions. For five long 
years Japanese military factions, 
seeking to emulate the style of Hit- 
ler and Mussolini, taking all their 
posturing as if it were a new Eur- 
opean revelation, have been invad- 
ing and harrying 500,000,000 in- 
habitants of China. Japanese ar- 
mies have been wandering about 
that vast land in futile excursions, 
carrying with them carnage, ruin 
and corruption and calling it “the 
Chinese incident.” 

Now they stretch their grasping 
hand into the southern seas of 
China, They sMatch Indo-China 
from the wretched Vichy French. 
They menace by their movements 
Siam. They menace Singapore, 
the British link with Australasia, 
and they menace the Philippine 
Islands under the protection of 
the United States. It is certain 
that this has got to stop. 

Every effort will be made to 
secure a peaceful settlement. 

The United States are laboring 
with infinite patience to arrive at 
a fair and amicable settlement 
which will give Japan the utmost 
reassurance for her legitimate in- 
terests. 


STAND WITH U.S. 

We earnestiy hope that these ne- 
gotiations will succeed. But this 
I must say, that if these hopes 
should fail we shall, of course, 
range ourselves unhesitatingly at 
the side of the United States, 

And.thus we come back to the 
quiet bay, somewhere in the Atlan- 
tic, where misty sunshine plays on 
great ships which carry the white 
ensign or the stars and stripes. 

We had the idea when we met 
there—the President and I—that 
without attempting to draw final 
and formal peace aims or war 
aims it was necessary te give all 
the peoples, and especially the 
oppressed and conquered peoples, 
a simple, rough and ready war- 
ime statement of the goal to- 
wards which the British Common- 
wealth and the United States 
mean to make their way, and thus 
make way for others to march 
with them upon the road which 
will certainly be painful and may 
be long. 

There are, however, two distinct 
and marked differences in this joint 
declaration from the attitude adopt- 
ed by the allies during the latter 
part of the last war and no one 
should overlook them. The United 
States and Great Britain do not now 
assume that there will never be any 
more war again, On the contrary, 
we intend to take ample precautions 
to prevent its renewal in any period 
we can foresee, by effectively dis- 
arming the guilty nations while re- 
maining suitably protected our- 
selves, 


CHANGES OF PRINCIPLE 

The second difference is this, that 
instead of trying to ruin Germar. 
trade by all kinds of additiona) 
trade barriers and hindrances, as 
was the mood of 1917, we have 
definitely adopted the view that i! 
is not in the interests of the worid 
and of our two countries that any 
large nation should be unprosperous 
or shut off from the means of 
making a decent living fo- itself and 
its people by its industry and enter 
rise. These are far-reaching 
changes of principle upon which al) 
countries should ponder, 

Above all it is necessary to give 
hope and assurance of final vic- 
tery to those many scores of 
“millions ‘of men and women who 
are battling for life and freedom 
or who are already bent down 
under the Nasi yeke.

classes by political police, with 
German concentration camps and 
firing parties, now so busy in a 
dozen lands, always handy in the 
background. & 


Napoleon in his glory and geniys 
spread his empire far and wide. 
There was a time when only the 
snows of Russia and the white 
cliffs of Dover with their guardian 
fleets stood be*ween him and the 
dominion of the world. Napoleon's 
armies had a theme, They carried 
with them the surges of the French 
revolution, , 

“Liberty, equality and fraternity,” 
that was the cry.

HOPE FOR OPPRESSED 

The ordeals, therefore, of the 
conquered peoples will be hard.

The tunnel may be 
dark and long, but at the end there 
is light. 

That is the symbolism and that 
is the message of the Atlantic 
meeting. Do not despair brave 
Norwegians; your land shall be 
cleansed, not only from the in- 
vader, but from the filthy Quis- 
lings who are his tools, Be sure 
of yourselvés Czechs: your inde- 
pendence shall be restored, Poles: 
the heroism of your people, 
standing up to cruel oppressors, 
the courage of your soldiers, 
sailors and airmen, shall not be 
forgotten, Your country shall 
live again and resume its right- 
ful part in the new organization 
of Europe. 

Lift up your heads, gallant 
Frenchmen: not all the infamies of 
Darlan and of Laval shall stand 
between you and the restoration of 
your birthright. 

Tough, stout-hearted Dutch, Bel- 
gians, Luxembourgers. Tormented, 
mishandled, shamefully cast away 
peoples of Yugoslavia. Glorious 
Greece, now subjected to the 
crowning insult of the rule of the 
Italian jackanapes; yield not an 
inch. Keep your souls clean from 
all contact with the Nazi, Make 
them feel, even in their fleeting 
hour of brutish triumph, that they 
are the moral outcasts of mankind. 
Help is coming. Mighty forces are 
arming in your behalf. Have faith; 
have hope. Deliverance is sure. 


“ATLANTIC CHARTER 


There is the signal which we have 
flashed across the waters. And if 
it reaches the hearts of those to 
whom it is sent, they will endure 
with fortitude and tenacity their 
Present misfortunes in the sure 
faith that they, too, are still serving 
the common cause and that their ef- 
forts will not be in vain. 

You will perhaps have noticed 
that the president of the United 
States and the British representa- 
tive in what is‘aptly called the 
Atlantic charter, have jointly 
pledged their countries to the 
final destruction of Nasi tyranny. 
That ‘s a solemn and grave under- 
taking. It must be made good. It 
will be made good and, of course, 
many practical arrangements to 
fulful that purpose have been and 
are being organised and set in 
motion. 

The nuestion has been asked, how 
near is the United States to war? 
There is certainly one man who 
knows the answer to that question, 
If Hitler has not yet declared war 
upon the United States itis surely 
not out of his love for’ American 
Institutions.

‘APPEAL IGNORED 

Three and a half years ago I ap- 
pealed to my fellow countrymen to 
take the lead. in weaving together 
a strong defensive union within the 
principles of the League of Nations 
of all countries who felt them- 
selves in ever-growing danger; but 
none would listen. All stood idle 
while Germany rearmed. Czecho- 
Slovakia was subjugated, The 
French government deserted their 
faithful ally and broke a plighted 
word in that ally’s hour of need 

Russia was cajoled and de- 
ceived into a kind of neutrality 
or partnership while the French 

army was annihilated. The low 
countries and the Scandinavian 
countries, acting with France and 
Great Britain in good time, even 
after war had begun, might have 
altered its course and would have 
had, atany rate, a fighting chance. 
The Balkan states had only to 
stand together to save Lap rege 
from the ruin by which they are 
now engulfed, 

But one by one they were under- 
mined. and. overwhelmed, Never 
was a career of crime made more 
smooth. Now Hitler is striking at 
Russia with all his might, well 
knowing the difficulties of geo- 
graphy which stand between Russia 
and the aid which the western 
democracies are trying to bring 
We shall strive to our utmost to 
overcome all the difficulties and 
bring this aid. We have arranged 
for a conference in Moscow between 
the United States, British and Rus- 
sian authorities to settle on a whole 
plan, No barrier must stand in the 
way. 

WHOLE FORCE FOR BRITAIN 

But why is Hitler striking at Rus- 
sia and inflicting and suffering him- 
self this frightful slaughter? It is 
with the declared object of turning 
his whole force upon the British 
island, And if he could succeed in 
beating the life and strength out of 
us—which is not so easy—then 1s 
the moment when he will settle his 
account—and it already is a long 
one—with the people of the United 
States and generally with the west- 
ern hemisphere, 

“One by one.” There is the pro- 
cess. There is the simple, dismal 
plan which has served Hitler so 
well, It needs but one final suc- 
cessful application to make him 
master of the world and | am de- 
voutly thankful that some yes, at 
least, are fully opened to it while 
time remains. 

I rejoiced to find that the Presi- 
dent saw in their true light and 
proportion the extreme dangers by 
which the American people as well 
as the British people, are now keset, 
It was indeed by the mercy of God 
that he began eight years ago that 
revival of strength of the American 
navy without which the new world 
teday would have to take its orders 
from the European dictators but 
with which the United States still 
retains the power to marsha) her 
gigantic strength and, in saving 
herself, render incomparable ser- 
vice to mankind, 


HOPE OF WORLD 

We had a service on Sunday in 
our Atlantic bay. The President 
came on the quarter deck of the 
Prince of Wales where there were 
mingled together many hundreds 
of American and British sailors and 
marines. The sun shone bright and 
warm while we all sang the old 
hymns which are our common in- 
heritance and which we learned as 
children in our homes: We sang 
the hymn founded on the psalm 
which John Hampden’s soldiers 
sang when they bore his body to 
the grave and in which the brief, 
precarious span of human life is 
contrasted with one whom a thou- 
sand ages are but as yesterday 
when it is past and as a watch in 
the night. 

We sang the sailors’ hymn “for 
those” and there are very many 
“in peril on the sea.” We sang 
“Onward Christian Soldiers,” 
and indeed J felt this was no vain 
presumption but that we had a 
right to feel we were serving the 
cause for the sake of which the 
trumpet has sounded from on 
high, 

When I looked upon that densely 
packed congregation of fighting 
men of the same language, of the 
same faith, of the same fundamen- 
tal laws, of the same ideals and 
now, to a large extent, of the same 
interests and certainly in different 
degrees, facing the same dangers, 
it swept across me that here was 
not only the hope, but also the sure 
hope of saving the world from 
measureless degradation, 

And s0 We came back across the 
ocean waves uplifted in spirit and 
fortified in resolve.

There have been rumors for years of 
the invention of automobile carburetors 
that will increase gasoline mileage from 
one to five hundred percent. It has been 
freely whispered that these inventions 
have been bought up by the larger oil 
companies so that their use might not 
reduce gasoline sales too radically. — 

This buying-up report has been vig- 
orously denied. 

It is difficult to believe that denial 
because there is no reason why a gas- 
saving carburetor should not be invent- 
ed since the ordinary carburator is the 
least efficient part of the modern car. 

Since a better carburetor is possible, 
it is reasonable to suppose that a better 
carburetor has been produced. It is not 
unreasonable to believe that such im- 
proved carburetors have been stifled by 
those who stood to lose much money 
by their operation. 

If that is the case, and, of course, 
it can be no more than a logical guess, 
the time to produce those gas-saving 
carburetors is right now. 

That individual or company which 
could supply a device for saving gaso- 
line and failed to do so would be a 
pretty feeble sort of patriot. 

If no such device has ever been in- 
vented, let the motor engineers put 
their brains to a task which everyone 
knows is quite possible. 

A more economical carburetor or &

gh, would enable everyone to enjoy 
a motor car without reducing the gaso- 
line supply for war purposes. 


Strikes In The US. 


By far the ter part of American 
labor is acing aveadily ahead with the 
production of war material and even 
voluntarily increasing its effort without 
thought of additional emolument. 

But a certain section of American 
labor is persistently determined, like 
the isolationist senators, to make the 
war pay a high dividend. 

This small but noisy section of 
American labor has fomented a number 
of strikes.

As the great struggle in the Ukraine 
approaches a climax, military experts are 
pinning their hopes on the possibility of a 
powerful, Russian stand along the line of 
the Dnieper river, The Dnieper is the last 
important geographical barrier between 
the German wedge and the industrially 
tich Don basin, 

The importance of such cities as Khar- 
kov and Rostov-on-Don is immense and 
they must be held if the Germans are to 
be thwarted in their attempt to pinch off 
the Caucasus and sever the railway link 
with Turkey. 

German claims that the Nazi army has 
reached the banks of the Dnieper, find no 
confirmation here. That Odessa, Black 
Sea port with over 500,000 inhabitants, 
and Dniepropetrovsk, straddling the 
Dnieper, are gravely imperiled there is nc 
doubt. . 

From the determined spirit evinced it 
is plain that the defense will be of 
formidable proportions. The admission 
that exceptionally severe fightin 
gressing in the direction of Novgorod, 
only 40 miles west of the Moscow-Lenin- 
grad railway, recalls that the historic, 
though now unimportant town, was once 
one of the most populous centres in 
Europe. 

Moscow Firm 


Even if the Germans reach this rail- 
way, they wil] not succeed in severing 
Leningrad from the capital. There are at 
least two other railroads connecting the 
two citjes, though both are very devious. 

While’ the Germans concentrate on 
other key objectives, Moscow is being 
spared the horrors of mass bombings 
although minor visitations are almost a 
nightly occurrence. Moscow's population 
has stood up well and less than one-fourth 
of the city’s 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 have 
been evacuated—mostly children. Anti- 
aircraft defenses are said to be impressive 
in magnitude. The Russians seem to have 
unlimited quantities of shells with which 
tq greet the raiders 

Observers who have been in London 
say that the volume of shooting is con- 
siderably greater in Moscow. Long before 
the Nazi Bombers reach the city, flashes 
along the horizon signal their approach. 
As they drone nearer, observers say, the 
defense rings surrounding the city burst 
into action and a barrage of exploding 
shells is thrown up at various heights in 
the path of the approaching planes.

In the first two months of the Russian | 


campaign the Nazi war machine has exe 
panded 36,000,000 barrels of oil, according 
to these estimates, The amount—equal to 
Germany's total available production per 
year as late as November, 1940-—-has been 
used as follows: 

For 15 panzer divisions, 10,000,000 bar- 
rels; for 200 motorized and infantry divi- 
sions, 16,000,000 barrels; for aviation 
against Russia, 5,000,000; and for all 
armed forces in the past two months in 
occupied lands, another 5,000,000. 

Now in the 10 months before the start 
of the Russian campaign it is likely that 
Germany used roughly 50,000,000 barrels 
of oil. Actually this approximates the 
total German-controlled oil production, 
figures most hopefully for the Nazis, as 
of July, 1941. 

The figure was arrived at by totalling 
these sources: 21,000,000 barrels from syn- 
thetic plants, 21,000,000 from Rumania, 
4,000, from German wells, and 5,000, 
000 counted on from the Ukraine. 


Synthetic Production 


Certainly the last named quantity is no 
longer available for German use. And 
British bombing of oil plants at Cologne, 
Gelsenkirchen, Hanover, Magdeburg and 
the important Luena works cannot have 
failed to reduce synthetic production to 
some extent. 

There is also no telling what damage 
the Russians have actually inflicted on the 
Ploestj oilfields of Rumania. But if these 
Soviet bombings have been at all effective, 
then surely Germany will feel the oil 
pinch before long. 

For we see the Nazis using a total of

When the President quotes Lincoln's 
remark that the people “have got the idea 
into their heads that we are going to get 
out of this fix somehow by strategy,” he 
ought not to forget that the ideas the peo- 
ple get into their heads about this fix, 
they get from their responsible leaders. 
They get them from the words and acts 
of the President, his 
spokesmen in renee , 
and his appointees. They 
get them from the words 
and acts of the Repub- 
lican opposition. If the 
people do not realize the 
gravity of the fix they 
are in, it is because the 
President has made them 
fee] that he was himself 
eying to get out of the 
fix by clever strategy 
isinaslaaliiia =" and brilliant tactics, and 
W. Lippmann because the Republican 


| organization in Congress has been trying 


by its strategy and tactics to win the next 
election. 
In a crisis of this sort the state of mind 


| of the people is the direct reflection of the 


quality of their responsible leaders. The 
people themselves cannot possibly lead 
themselves by holding mass meetings, dis- 
tributing postcards and taking Gallup 
polls, They must be led. They expect to 


Neither Strategy Nor Tall Will? yo ica, ana it they do not find leaders who 


have that high seriousness which the occa- 
sion demands, they will accept leaders 
who pander to and seek to profit by the 
universal] human weakness for taking, 
whenever possible, the cheap and easy 


way. 
Humiliating 

An appallingly dangerous and de- 
moralizing and humiliating situation has 
developed in Congress during the lest 
fortnight. It is due to the fact thet in 
default of a high seriousness in the Pregi- 
dent’s leadership of the people, the Repub- 
lican opposition in Congress has decided 
it was free to play partisan politics, even 
at the risk of disorganizing the army, 
repudiating its commander, demoralizing 
the people, and shattering the influence of 
the United States throughout the world. 
The decision of the Republican organiza- 
tion to make a partisan issue of the army 
extension bill was in the last degree reck- 
less, But the politicians would never have 
dared to gamble so recklessly with the 
fate of the country if from the other side, 
from the President himself, the people 
had been treated as grown men and 
women who are faced with a tremendous 
ordea] in which they must rise far above 
their normal] selves. ; 

Mr, Roosevelt himself has not dealt 
with the people as Lincoln dealt with Mrs. 
Livermore. For a while he has repeatedly 
made addresses which describe truthfully, 
profoundly, and eloquently the gravity of 
our position, invariably these uttérances 
have been punctusted and deflated by 


subsequent smart aleckisms and wise- 
cracks. 

Listening .to Mr. Roosevelt has been 
like listening to a radio station from which 
the announcer gives forth epoch-making 
news and appeals to patriotism, inter- 
spersed with advertisements for soft mat- 
tresses and efficient laxatives. 


Grim and Fanatic 


It is not necessary, or remotely desir- 
able, that the leader of a peopie in a crisis 
like this should be always grim, solemn, 
and fanatic. It is a relief, when one thinks 
of the sulphurous gloom of Hitler, to think 
of a Churchil] or a Roosevelt and be re- 
minded, by their gusto and their buoy- 
ancy, of the decencies of life. But it is 
essential that the greatest matters, those 
involving the fate of the nation, should 
not be reduced to triviality by trivial com- 
ment, or worse still, cheapened by wise- 
cracks. 

It is a solemn and a heavy, not a light 
and clever, task to summon a people from 
their ordinary ways of life to face one 
among the few very greatest moments in 
the history of mankind. Of course it is 
difficult. Of course millions will listen to 
and prefer to believe those who tell them 
they need not rouse themselves, and that 
all will be well if only they continue to 
do all the pleasant and profitable and 
comfortable things they would like best 


to do. 
Fierce Debate 
Of course, the contest is hard and the 
debating ig fierce, and the polls of opinion 


uncertain: the President must ask the 
people to give up comfort and ease, pere 
sonal ambition and private profit, and be 
ready, it may be for blood and tears; his 
political opponents need only tel] the 
people to keep their comforts, to hug their 
private ambitions and pursue their private 
rofit, to sit in safety and they will be 
orever safe. 
What has the President to offer the 
people in return for the sacrifices they 
are called upon to make? Only their duty 
done, their country's future, the honor and 
the glory of being fit to stand with those 
who made the nation and preserved it. 
It is easier for a politician to tell the boys 
to go home, to tel] their mothers their 
eons need never be in danger, to tell every 
One that there is no need to go short of 
gasoline or to endure the incredible suffer- 
Ing of not having silk stockings and a new 
automobile. Of course it is harder to ask 
pecpre 30 ‘ahs the mae wey than it is to 
ey can sa r 
tke the onay wae y and profitably 
But it has to be done. Washington had 
to do f, Lincoln had to do it, Churchill 
has had to do it, Roosevelt has to do it, 
The wond is on fire, The alarm has to be 
rung and kept ringing, first and without 
stopping by the President, until the fire is 
put oul. However much pleasanter it 
might be to do so, the American people 
can not sleep through that fire, or they 
too will be trapped in the flames.

district in an aerial blitzkrieg 
birds.

It ts believed that the visita- 
tion is due to the abnormally 
large broods of ducks, partridge 
and prairie chicken, which hatch- 
ed out here this spring, but the 
feathered raiders are not over- 
looking the domestic fowl of set- 
tlers as well as wild birds, 

Hawks are always thicker than 
usual here at the end of the open 
season, when the cutting of the 
long meadows bordering Chip Lake 
removes the cover in which ducks 
and shore-birds have nested, This 
year, however, the hawks are ex- 
traordinarily numerous, and resi- 
dents are at a loss to account for 
the phenomenon, 


CYCLE UPSWING
